A man beloved by several generations of Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans, Charles M. Nomura, 81, born in Japan, but in his 
beliefs and his living, American to the core, passed away 
last Thursday, Oct. 12, in Sierra Madre Hospital after a 
long illne.ss. A certain significance attended his demise, 
coming as it did on Colum- 
bue Day marking the ad¬ 
vent of the New World on 
hi.story’s stage and the sub¬ 
sequent later “discovery” of 
Japan by Occidentals. 

Mr. Nomura, who resided 
at 164 N. Grove and who in 
later years was a gardener, 
was widely known through 
this area. Coming to Amer¬ 
ica from Hiroshima in 1901 
—60 years ago—Mr. Nomura 
first settled in Arcadia, later 
in Sierra Madre, of which he 
was a resident more than 
50 years. 

From 1918 to 1922, he op- 
eated a grocery store and 
fruit market on W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. next to Sierra 
Madre Hardware. Disposing 
of this establishment, Mr. 

Nomura took his family for 
a three-month visit to Japan. 

Before leaving Hiroshima on 
the return trip to America, 
he advised his relatives that 
he would never again return 
to Japan. He kept this re¬ 
solve. 

When Mr. Nomura first 
came to this area he worked 
for the late “Lucky” Bald¬ 
win and with his then “Pic¬ 
ture Bride” was housed in a 
little home on the Baldwin 
estate.
